Celeste has called upon the 
state's pension systems to voluntar- 
ily divest themselves of their assets 
in Companies doing business with 
South Africa, and has sent his 
highest-ranking cabinetmember, 
Department of Administrative Ser- 
vices Director William G. Sykes, to 
negotrate that. However, Sykes has 
run into opposition from the trus- 
tees of the state's five pension sys- 
tems, who manage over $21 billion 
in assets. They argue that the state 
will reduce the value of its portfolio, 
thus causing damage to the state's 
pensioners. 

California rejected that argument. 
It was rejected for several reasons, 

One is that it is not true. Several 
studies have shown that invest- 
ments Can be made in companies 
tnat do not do business in South 
Africa, which can meet or exceed 
the investments made in companies 
continuing to uphold the props of 
racism in South Africa. 

That argument was also rejected 
necause, ultimately, it misses the 
point-In a very real sense, the div- 
estment of stock in companies 


Ten percent of the 28,276 
teachers taking the Arkansas 
teachers’ competency test failed 
a part of the basic skills examina- 
tion.

Both fail to realize that this 
exam is more than a test of basic 
ski jis and factual knowledge. Itis 
inerely the first in a series of 
much-needed measures that 
states are taking to improve the 
auality of education. 

The Ohio Department of Edu- 
cation’s new standards for Ohio 
teachers become effective July 
|, 1987. The state expects the 
standards to make Ohio a 
national leader in teacher educa- 
tio: Included are standards for 
recruitment of potential 
teachers, a defined program of 
preparation and certification of 
ciessroom teachers in areas of 
general education, professional 
knowledge, and subject matter 
knowledge. 

This teacher competency, test 

brings the question of quality 
education into the limelight. The 
condition of our schools is once 
again the subject of serious 
debate. Well-presented argu- 
ments on either side of the ques- 
on promote thought-provoking 
liscussion. The test itself has 
gone\from a lingering possibility 
to a hard fact. The only question 
is how to apply these facts. 

The tests should serve as a tool 
to aid teachers and administra- 
tors. Those who lack basic skills 
should be required to acquire 
them. (Cert&nly all sides agree 
that you need to know what

If we claim to believe in 
principles of justice and equality, we

The. opponents of divestment 
question whether measures like div- 
estment and sanctions work. But if 
they do not work, why are they 
imposed so frequently -- for exam- 
ple, against Nicaragua and Libya, 
among others? They are imposed 
because they represent our abhor- 
rence against certain forms of 
governmental behavior -- an abhor- 
rence that must be expressed, 
regardless of the cost. 

It has been said that a cynic isa 
man “who knows the price of every- 
thing and the value of nothing.” It is 
in that spirit that we can attack the 
truly cynical refusal by many of the 
so-called opponents of apartheid to 
take the next step and register their 
opposition in some. tangible way, 
sttch as divestment. 

That reasoning is what caused a 
conservative Republican governor 
in California, George Deukmejian, 
to support divestment. It is what 
caused a liberal Democratic gover- 
nor in Ohio, Richard Celeste, to 
push divestment. And, it is what 
should cause the trustees of the 
state's five pension systems to 
develop an economically-sound, 
morally responsible way to register 
their revulsion at the horrors of 
racism being perpetrated in South 
Aftica. 


teach someone to bake bread). 
But, the value of the test is being 
questioned. Cultural bias is said 
to exist. Certainly cultural, bias 
exists in almost every test from 
the SAT to standardized intelli- 
gence tests. If, after thorough 
inspection, bias is found in the 
teachers’ competency test, then 
it must be erased. But, some 
alternatives are ridiculous. 
Could the exam be voluntary? Of 
course not. 

Only the teachers who are sure 
of passing would take the test. 
The incompetents just wouldn't 
bother. Should the exam be eas- 
ier? Probably not. If the test cov- 
ers less difficult material, the 
teacher gets away with knowing 
less information to pass on to 
students. Can the test be made 
unbiased? Certainly. But, those 
who grade and develop the test 
must weigh how and if} cultural 
bias affects factual knowledge. 
Whether a math teacher can 
define the circumference of a 
circle is unrelated to his ethnic 
background. 

If the results of this particular 
test given in Arkansas can be 
taken at face value, a greater 
wrong is being perpetrated. 
According to the test results, the 
most poorly prepared educators 
are teaching in the areas where 
the greatest need for quality 
education exists. 

Those children, many of them 
disadvantaged, who should 
benefit mostirom the system, are 
being given the least. The blind 
are truly leading the blind into a 
maze of poverty and ignorance. 

In Ohio, tests will be a tool 
rather than a weapon. Most edu- 
cators agree that an “F” is hardly 
a useful grade. A better system of 
grading the teachers’ tests would 
be rating each section as good, 
satisfactory or unsatisfactory - 

“remediation required. Then 
teachers could take steps to 


\ improve their skills. 
This test must not be viewed as 
a cure-all or a bandaid solution. 
It's one attempt to effect a long 
overdue solution to a difficult 
problem.

It is a sad state of affairs 
when the very sanctions of 
‘earning, the institutions 
where young minds are sent 
to be formed have become fer- 
tile grounds for the dope 
peddler 

The program is ‘further 
amplified by the so-called role 
models of our society: the 
entertainers, actors and 
sports figures--the people 
that our children look up to 
and idolize and some even 
want to pattern their lives 
after. Their use of drugs help 
to lead our children down the 
deadly path of drug abuse 


The use of narcotics is not 
the main problem. The real 
problems Affe caused by the 
expense (of the drugs. When 
an addicK (or a casual user) 
needs money fora fix or to get 
high they may not stop at any- 
thing (up to and including 
murder) to obtain money for 
the purchase of drugs 

In the past few months, the 
drug issue has become a polit- 
ical football --- being kicked 
around by Democrats and 
Republicans alike. Troops 
have been sent to foreign 
countries to destroy drug 
plantations. Boats in New 
York harbors have been 
stopped and searched. Cars 
have been stopped at our 
noliern and ot 
borders and searched for ille- 
gal drugs. It has all been done 
as an effort to crack down on 
drugs.

in 1985. U.S. District Court 
Judge Robert M. Duncan 
resigned from the bench to’ 
become a partner in the national 
law firm of Jones, Day, Reavis 
and Pogue. Since that time, there 
has been an extraordinarily long 
effort to fill that vacancy. Now, it 
has been filled, with Columbus 
Attorney James Graham. 

There is nothing particularly 
remarnable about the Graham 
appointment -- or the Duncan 
resignation. Indeed, many federal 
judges now are leaving the court. 
arguing that the salary — almost 
$80,000 per year -- pales in com- 
parison to what they can earn in 
the private sector. 

However, what is so remarka- 
ble about the commonplace is 
that it symbolizes the profound 


change that has gone on in the 
appointment of judges in the Uni- 
ted States -- a change that has 
serious implications for the qual- 


ity and nature of justice in this 
country into the 21st century.

“That garbage you had on tele- 
vision entitled the shortage of 
Black entrepreneurs, in which you 
had the white racist honky on was 
an outrage and it was an outrage to 
hear and see a room full of house 
negro’s (sic) who agreed with your 
dumb rhetoric and his racist rhe- 
toric. Racist whites and people of 
your like are always blaming the 
victims. Would it occur to you that 
racism is still alive and well in this 
country. 

‘By the way it's dangerous for 
you to try and pit another Black 
group against each other, |am ref- 
erring to your rhetoric about the 
West Indian Black and the Blacks 
born in this country,and would it 
occur to you that West Indians, 
Koreans and other ethnic groups 
get loans from corporations and 
that they don't encounter racism 
and bigotry like the Black barn in 
racist America (sic).” 

J.C. of the Bronx in New York 
wrote that letter, long on hatred 
and half-truths, but short on logic 
and facts. He may even have fet 
better after he called the white 
mana “racist honky” for telling the 
truth and the rest of us “house 
negro’s” (sic) for agreeing with 
them. But his emotionalism is 
neither instructive nor construc- 
tive. 

However, J.L.C.'s most errone- 
ous assumptions are that Blacks 
cannot succeed -- in spite of 
racism -- and that acknowledging 
the success of Blacks from the 
Caribbean is divisive or an 
embarrassment. 

West Indians are Black. They 
suffer from racism. Africans from 
Africa and Haitians from Haiti, the 
poorest country in the Western 
world, are Black and they suffer 
from racism Yet both groups have 
a higher average per capita 
household ingome than the Blacks 
born in America 
Rather than blaming racism 
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appointed to the federal bench by 
President Nixon, waS a member 
of the more liberal wing of the 
Republican party. He had been 
sponsored in politics by former 
US. Attorney General and Sena- 
tor William B. Saxbe, and had 
been placed on the bench ina 
time when the decision-making 
process was less ideological. 
Now, the appointments under 


‘the Reagan administration to the 
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federal bench have become the 
most ideologicak than at any time 
in this century. The Reagan 
standards for appointment 
include: relative youth and health 
(so the candidate will remain on 
the bench for many years), and 
an almost-slavish dedication to 
ultra-right wing principles, 
including opposition to affirma- 
tive action. 

Given these credentials. it is 
not surprising that almost none 
of the potential candidates-are 
Black. Indeed, according to the 
highly-respected Black think 
tank, the Joint Center for Political 


exclusively for our problems, it 
would be more heip‘ui to admit 
that other factors are alsu respon- 
sible for Biacn-A: +. ica. under- 
achievement. West Inaians, Afri- 
cans and Haitians do not over- 
achieve to embarass native 
African-Ameticans. They do it to 
survive and they use their culture 
(and pride in it) to do so. 

As far batk as 19UU, West Indi- 
ans, about four percent of the 
Black population. owned 20 per- 
cent of New York's Black busi- 
‘nesses. Several families would 
pool (and still do) their capital ina 
network (“susu") and start new 
businesses. 

By 1980, the self-employment 
rate among West Indians was 60 
percent higher than other Blacks. 
And the median income today is 10 
percent higher than that of Ameri- 
can whites. They're also better 
educated than whites. 

It is no accident that Marcus 
Garvey. whose virtues were thrift: 
hard work and racial pride, was’a 
Jamaican-born West Indian. While 
West Indians play a dispropor- 
tionately influential rolé in Black 
America, they quietly distinguish 
themselves from poverty move-

Courage, ability for 
change key to success 
for the ex-offender

One of the most amazing and 
wonderful things that | have 
experienced about living in 
America is that we, as offend- 
ers, are given the opportunity to 
make mistakes and then 
allowed to correct ourselves. It 
is my understanding that peo- 
ple living in other countries are 
not as fortunate. (it is usually a 
do wrong and die situation). 

This week's column is In 
response to brother Xavier H. 
Sanders (#185-222) who wrote 
recently concerning my 
column. Along with him, | am 
also addressing the many sis- 
ters and brothers who are 
caught up in the vicious cycle of 
the penal system. 

—Itis-unfortunate that many of 
us chose to ignore the oppor- 
tunity available to correct our- 
selves. Ignoring the opportun- 
ity results in years of pain and 
suffering. 

Although prison life is pure 
hell, you can improve yourself, 
inspite of the environment. 
Offenders need to seek out the 
positive aspects of prison and 
embrace them. There are alco- 
hol and drug programs availa- 
ble in prison to assist the chem- 
ically dependent. There are 
also sécial and psychological 

services available for the 
socially handicapped 

Many prisons offer G.E.D 
testing, which can lead to enroll- 
ment in college programs. You 
“must" touch bases with these 
programs. There are also chap- 
ters of various organizations, 
such as the Jaycees, which are 
actively involved in positive 
aspects of prison life. 

Most importantly, there are 
college degrees to be earned -- 
while you are still incarcerated. 

For the offender on the out- 
side, assistance is still availa- 
ble. There are mental health 
centers for continued counsel- 
ing and alcohol and drug 
groups to attend for much 
needed support. 

Often times, many offenders | 
tend to look upon their proba- 
tion and/parole officers as 
adversaries and people to be 
feared when, in reality, they are 
your means of resources for 
success. 

They can be uséd to assist in 
seeking out and securing 
employment, job training and 
educationa! opportunities 

Again, | must stress a key 
point -- you cannot continue to 
ignore opportunities, but 
instead, you must tap these 
resources if you are to succeed. 

Our society is filled with out- 
standing achievers who are ex- - 
offendérs. Their success how- 
ever, was based on their 
willingness for change and 
their ability to “reach out.” 

Your main strength will come 
from your courage and willing- 
ness to change and through 
your service to others. | believe 
that only through helping others, 
can we help ourselves. 


ultraradical John Birch Society, 
which his father had helped 
found.

Vote on the resolution was 
unanimous. 

Espy had previously express- 
ed concern about the city's 
lack of planning to properly 
observe the holiday for the 
slain civil rights ieader, which 
falls on the third Monday of 
January. King’s birthday was 
January 15, 1929. 

“| find it incredible that an 
event which is a city, state and 
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nationz! holiday is not worthy 
of flags, a parade or program 
of some kind. As a city we do 
more for Columbus Day, St. 
Patrick's day, and the 1992 
celebration than we do on 
King's holiday, and none of 
these events are national holi- 
days,” Espy said. 

According to Espy aide 
Regionald Cooke, there was a 
“great concern” on the part of 
Espy to include those groups 
who have traditionally held 
King memorial observances.

Jefferson battling to prevent 
Money woes from silencing choir

Eugene B. Jefferson is bat- 
tling to keep the music alive for 
some vocally gifted boys. 

Jefferson, the Musical Direc- 
tor, is looking for ways to pre- 
vent financial woes from 
silencing the 110 voice of the 
Columbus Boychoir. 

The choir is divided into 
three groups: concert level, 
consisting of the best choir- 
members with mostly 2-3 years 
of experience with the group; 
varsity level, consisting of sin- 
gers..with limited experience; 
and cadets, the new members 
of the organization. 

According to Jefferson, the 
choir suffers from an identity 
crisis. Even though Columbus 
Public Schools pays the teach- 
ing staff who work with the 
Columbus Boychoir and per- 
mits them to rehearse in the 
Mohawk Junior High School, 
the school system does not pay 
Jefferson's Boychoir related 
salary or for clerical support. 

Consequently, the choir 
must look to private sources 
for funding. 

Jefferson, who is also the 
Vocal Music Supervisor with 
Columbus Public Schools, 
said, “Private sources of fund- 
ing are scarce, because people 


think the Boychoir is funded by 
the public school system, and 
the corporate community does 
not want to give money directly 
to the schools.” 
‘‘Moreover,’’ Jefferson 
noted, ‘potential financial 
backers want to know you have 
tax exempt status, if you havea 
paid staff, if professionals are 


running the organization, and © 


if the director has a paid 
position.” . 

To help ease the Boychoir's 
identity crisis, which should 
ease their financial pinch, Jef- 
ferson will get the group 
incorporated. 2 

He also. has grant applica- 
tions pending before several 
philanthropic organizations. 

“| know we have a lot of 
moral support out there, but we 
are lacking the financial sup- 
port we need to keep the pro- 
gram going,” the medical 
director said. .- 

The Boychoir is funded 
through private contribution 
and by a grant from the Gerald 
Hines Corp., Houston Texas. 
The Hines Corp. was the firm 
that built the new Huntington 
National Bank Building, Jef- 
ferson pointed out.

endowment dispersed in five,

That grant will help pay for 
trips to national competitions 
in Chicago or New York next 
year and an international com- 
petition in Brussels, Belgium 
during the 1987-88 school 
year. 

With the money they have 
received so far, funds were 
used to pay for jacket and a 
tour to Toledo, Detroit and 
Windsor, Canada last spring.

The 42 members of the concert 
choir visited the original head- 
quarters of the Motown Record 
Co., the Black History Museum 
in Windsor and sang in an Afri- 
can Methodist Episcopalian 
church, also in Windsor. The 
church was the last stop onthe 
underground railroad for run- 


away slaves prior to the Civil: 


War. 

WCMH-TV,. Channel 4 fol- 
lowed the choir on this trip and 
aired a three-part series about 
their experiences. 

On an ongoing basis, the 
choir members receive instruc- 


tion in music appreciation, 
music theory, and how to use 
your voice in a choral setting. 
During the 22 months of their 
existence, they have made 32 
appearances, all of which in 
front of capacity crowds. 
Recently, they performed at 
Tiger Stadium (Detroit) where 
they sang the “Star Spangled 
Banner” and ata teacher's con- 
ference at St. John’s Arena. 

“at the teacher's confer- 

ence,” Jefferson recalls, “we 
got 2’ standing ovations.” The 
half of astanding ovation came 
when the Blacks in the 
wutionce stood-up. swayed 
from side-to-side and sang~ 
along with the Boychoir as 
they performed “Lift Every 
Voice and Sing.” 

“The Columbus Boychoir is 
something critics said couldn't 
be done,” Jefferson said. 

He believes the reason why 
the choir survives’ and is so 
popular among audiences is 
because “everyone sees them- 
selves reflected in the group. 
No matter if you are Black, 
white, rich, or poor, you see 
yourself in the choir.”

monumental job of replacing 
two-time Kodak All-American 
Mark Corbin and a host of out- 
standing graduates. 

Corbin, along with defensive 
end Marion Jones, linebacker 
Mark Mabry, and wide receiver 
Darrell Grymes will be attempt- 
ing to duplicate the success of 
former Marauder Vince Heflin 
who made the Miami Dolphins; 
as a free agent in 1982 and. 
remains with the NFL power. 

Notonly is Corbin gone from 
the Marauder backfield, but 
running mate Kevin Cummings 
also has graduated. The 
Marauders will rely even more 
on the CSU air force which will 
be directed agajn by senior 
quarterback Vince Leavell. 

Although Leavell did not win 
the starting quarterback job 
outright until the third game of 
the season, he passed for 1,377 
yards and 15 touchdowns. ° 

Leavell hit 99 of 223 passes 
with 13 interceptions for a 
completion rate of .444 on the 
season. ‘We'll have to be more 
consistent with our aerial 
attack this year, with a much 
nigher completion percentage, 
to be effective,’ Coach Joe 
said. Our deep threat will be 
there as usual, but we hope to 
complete more of the interme- 
diate range passes this year.” 

Backing up Leavell will be 
DeAndre Brooks a junior who 
battled for the starting position 
early in 1985. 

The wide receivers probably 
represent the strongest unit for 
the 1986 ‘Marauders’ with 
senior Black College All- 
American Alvin Street leading 
the way 

Teaming with Street willbea 
speedy trio of:juniors, perhaps 
the fastest group of wide 
receivers in the nation Pernell 
Moore, Robert Phillips and 
Garland Watts. 

With 40-yard speed in the 
4.3-4.4 range, the Marauder 
wide receivers are game 
breakers personified and all 
three love to run the deep 
routes. 

Watts wil! also be returning 
punts and may see duty on 
kickoffs. He hopes to return to 
the sensational form he exhi- 
bited in 1984 when he averaged 
25.6 yards per return with 19 
carries for 487 yards and two 
touchdowns. 

While the Marauders will be 
without their 1985 starting 
rushers Corbin and Cummings

who rushed for a combined 
1,756 yards and 17 touch- 
downs, there is anew regiment 
on the horizon. 

Leading the way is junior 
Keith Nicks who has been 
patiently waiting for the oppor- 
tunity to show his skills. A 
gifted runner with tremendous 
balance and desire, Nicks Car- 
ried the ball 97 times as a back- 
up to Cummings last year and 
gained 674 yards for a tearer. 
leading average of 6.9 yards 
per carry. Nicks was second to 
Corbin in scoring, with six 
touchdowns rushing and one 
as a receiver out of the 
backfield. 

Junior Terry Morrow will 
probably join Nicks in the 
backfield. A versatile runner 
who can play either fullback or 
halfback, Morrow averaged 6.5 
yards per carry in 1985 with 35 ~ 
attempts for 228 yards and 
three: touchdowns. 

‘A 6'3, 200-pound ‘halfback 
from Brandenburg, Kentucky, 
Elliot Ditto is one of three high 
school All-Americans signed 
for 1986 by Coach Joe. With 4.5 
speed in the 40-yard dash and 
more than 2,100 yards rushing 
as a senior, Ditto could break 
into the starting lineup. 

The unit is anchored by first 
team Black College ALL Amer- 
ican Eugene Cobb at center. A 
6'0, 270-pound senior, Cobb is 
looking for his finest season as 
a Marauder. Although plagued 
with injuries last year, Cobb is 
a very intense player and with 
an injury-free season will be 
outstanding. 

Flanking Cobb at the guard 
spots will be Bryan Herd who 
started every game as a6'2, 274 
pound freshman last year and 
Kevin Turpin, a sophomore 
starter throughout 1985 who at 
6'6, 260 pounds was selected 
as the Marauders’ most 
improved lineman. 

The Marauders will feature
